Will Parallel Parking Hurt, Help 
Downtown San Rafael Problems?

ISecond of three articles I 


\V ill a switch from diagonal to 


parallel parking on San Rafael's 
main street cause more con­ 
gestion or less? 
Will such a changeover en­ 
courage more shoppers or drive 
them away to outlying shopping 
centers? 
Proponents and opponents of 


parallel parking are slugging 
away at each other on these 
questions. 
In one corner is the Commit­ 


tee Against Parallel Parking, 
which is circulating a petition to 
keep the status quo. 
And in the other corner Is a 


group for parallel parking, head­ 
ed by merchant Irving Chap­ 
man. 
Here are some of the argu­ 
ments advanced by the Commit­ 
tee Against Parallel Parking: 
1. Most women drivers, who 


will not park parallel, will be 
driven away fro San Ratael. 
2. San Ratael is in a desperate 


struggle to survive in the face 


of new shopping centers, which 
have diagonal parking spaces. 
Parallel parking might be a 
death blow at this time. 
3. 
A 
seemingly reasonable 


estimate of loss of business by 
barring 139 cars from San Ra­ 
fael during peak hours would be 
$75,000 to $100.000 per year. 
4. Parallel parking will In­ 
crease double parking, especial­ 
ly by trucks. 
5. It takes up to 10 times long­ 
er to park parallel. Although 
Fifth Avenue is narrower, traf­ 


fic is often backed up more than 
two blocks while only one car 
parks parallel. Fourth Street is 
not that much wider, and cars 
trying to swing out and past 
would be a definite hazard 


6. Most people prefer diagonal 


parking. 
In other words, parallel park­ 
ing would drive away shoppers, 
especially women. It would con­ 
gest traffic even more than 
now. and the city would lose 
heavily in sales tax revenue 
from a drastic drop in sales. 
These are the arguments of 


the Committee Against Parallel 
Parking. 
Not so. says the group in 


favor of parallel parking and 
opening up Fourth Street. Those 
for parallel parking give these 


rebuttals’ 
1. Licensed drivers have pass­ 
ed parallel parking tests. Many 
women drivers can and do park 
parallel. The one block in front 
of the courthouse where one 
side is parallel provides an ex 
ample. Drivers stop and back 
into paralell spaces while traf- 
fice continues to move. 
2. Yes, San Rafael is struggl­ 
ing to survive in the face of new 
shopping centers. With tail fins 
sticking out into the street from 
both sides, no wonder shoppers 
stay away. Paralleling parking 
will open up the street and en­ 
courage 
shoppers 
to 
Fourth 


Street. 
3. Parking spaces will be re­ 
duced by 89. not 139. The loss 
of 89 will be more than offset 


bv a wider street that will at 


tract shoppers. Other parking 
spacer are available on cross 
streets and on city parking lots, 
a block away, which are not 
used to capacity. 
4. Parallel parking will not in­ 
crease double parking. Traffic 
patrols will see to that. 
5. True, parallel parking takes 


longer than pulling into a diag­ 
onal stall. Rut how about getting 
out'.’ 
Objections to parallel parking 


were more valid before power 
steering. Now. most cars can be 
maneuvered with two fingers. 
6. Most people oppose diago­ 
nal parking on Fourth Street be­ 
cause it makes the traveled 
lane too narrow. Parallel park­ 
ing would permit cars to double 
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park while backing into a space, 
while traffic continued to flow 
in the middle lanes The dif- 
terence has been noticeable on 
B Street, before and since par­ 
allel parking

Guide Dog Helps Out At Work, Too 


Electrician's 
Assistant Gets 
Extra Training

Guide dogs who lead their 
blind 
masters through 
traffic 
are a common sight, but a dog 
who helps his blind master per­ 
form his daily work is a rare 
one. 
Such 
a 
dog 
is 
Robbie,

German s h e p h e r d that will 
graduate from Guide Dogs for 
the 
Blind 
Saturday 
with 
his 
master. .lack Polston. an elec­ 
trician from Santa Ana 


Robbie not only will lead his 
master around the city, but will 
take him around on his job as 
an electrician on construction 
jobs. Such work takes added 
training tor the dog. as well as 
his master Robbie is the second 
such dog trained by Guide Dogs 
for Polston. 
It is the story of the courage 
of a man who wants to earn 
his own living at his chosen 
trade, even after he has lost his 
sight. Polston had worked as an 
electrician for 13 years when 
he lost his sight in an industrial 
accident. He was using a grind­ 
er when the wheel broke and 
blinded him. That was 10 years 
ago. 
For a year and one-half, he 
was off work, but he knew that 
he could still be useful il he 
could get around on a construc­ 
tion job 
He applied to Guide 
Dogs and was given a dog. 
In addition to the usual train­ 
ing. Larry Henegar. the instruc­ 
tor. gave the dog special train­ 
ing to help Polston find his way 
around on construction jobs. 
It took some convincing to get 
the union to assign him to a 
job. But he proved he could do 
it. 
“ 1 do not want charity 1 want 
to earn money for the man who 
hires me. or 1 do not want to 
work for him. ’ Polston said 
lie installs an average ol 200 
electrical outlets per day when

By GENE BYLINSKY 
Adv ance News Serv ice 
WASHINGTON — From the 
depths of the univ erse com es a 
cra ckling 
radio 
noise 
which 
scientists think m a y be crea ­ 
tion’s echo — the sound of a 
"Big Ba ng ” preserv ed in time 
and infinity . 
The 
strang e 
cosm ic 
radio 
wa v e wa s first discov ered last 
sum m er by scientists at the 
Bell 
Telephone Laboratories, 
Holmdel. N.J . 
At about the 
sa m e time, a g roup of Prince­ 
ton Univ ersity scientists sug ­ 
g ested that the sig na ls were 
produced by the ex ploding pri­ 
mordial 
fireball which g a v e 
birth to the univ erse. 
The sa m e scientists, in their 
latest report, sa y conclusiv e ev i­ 
dence should be forthcoming this 
y ear whether the cra ckling radio 
. noises are rea lly sig na ls of the 
“ Big Ba ng .” 
The Princeton scientists point 
out that if their ex planation is 
correct, the newlv -found radia­ 
tion should ha v e v a ry ing inten­ 
sity at différent wa v e leng ths, as 
prescribed 
by 
phy sical 
laws. 
They are in the process ol m ea s­ 
uring these intensities. 
The radio noise, which also is 
responsible for some of the “ be- 
tween-channel" noise on home 
telev ision sets, v v or tirst detect­ 
ed with sensitiv e a ntennas at a 
wa v e leng th of 7.3 centimeters. 
This told the scientists that 
the intensity wa s the sa m e as 
that emitted by a cosmolog ica l 
"black body ” hav ing v ery cool 
surfa ce temperature. 


The primordial fireball which 
scientists think ex ploded sev en 


to 10 billion y ea rs ag o. wa s v ery : 
hot.

w a v es, in their eterna l trav els 
throug h

d o w n ” 
substantially , 
scientists ex plain. 
The Princeton scientists think 
that 
the sig na ls were emitted 
from the "Big Ba ng ” when the 
univ erse wa s tirst ex ploding out­ 
ward and had a radius only 10 
times the size of our g a la x y , the 
Milky Way . 
The sig na ls seem to be com ­ 
ing from all directions. 
Al­ 
thoug h they had been picked 
up 
for y ea rs by ra da r 
and 
radio telescopes, they esca ped 
detection beca use they m a s­

“ We suddenly found we had 
fiv e inches of water in the liv ­ 
ing room, the utility room, one 
of the bedrooms and the out­ 
side storage room. 


“ WE FE L T SUNK but passed 
it off as one of those ‘unusual 
y ear s.’ When it happened again 
in J anuary of 19 6 3, reality be­ 
gan to sink in: We were stuck 
and wanted som e action. 
“ W7e began to work for the 
' establishm ent of a flood control 
district for the area but after 
sev eral months of effort the 
w hole thing ‘went down the 
drain ’ As Tiburon May or Gor­ 
don Strawbridge said at the 
last council m eeting, ‘It's a 
’ sham e people som ehow stop 
thinking about flooding when 
J uly rolls around'." 
The N ew ells hav e two chil­ 
dren. Ky le. 5. and J ason, 3.

“ WE HAD TO EVACUATE

hough only 12, Rmah Del is a seasoned veteran of the 
South Vietnamese Arm y and member of the elite "Red 
C a p " platoon of tough Montagnard mountain fighters at 
the embattled outpost of Plei Me in South Viet Nam. 
He can use a machine gun or automatic rifle as expertly 
as the carbine he always carries. He's already killed at least 
one enemy soldier, perhaps more, during recent sieges of 
the special forces camp by Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
regular troops. 
Like his father, who is in the same heavy weapons pla­ 
toon, Rmah Del is a regular Army private, one of the young­ 
est in the South Vietnamese army. As such he's paid $20 
a month. 


The young Montagnard tribesman, who weighs only 60 
pounds and stands four feet five inches tall, says he likes 
being a soldier. Asked w hy he became a soldier he answered 
that the Viet Cong kept coming to his village and "killed 
many people for no reason at all. They kept me from going 
to school and w orking." Upset by ¡¡r all, he enlisted. 


Rmah is a good soldier too, according to his fellow platoon 
mates. He goes on patrols, pulls guard duty and has fought 
side by side with men twice his age. During one recent siege 
he went for days with only a few hours sleep. 


But when there is a lull in the fighting, Rmah reverts to 
boyhood again to fly a kite or play with his dog.

East should win 
with the queen of clubs and re­ 
turn a spade It was quite pos­ 
sible that West was void of 
spades. 


UN LIKELY VOID 


II was v e r y unlikely that 
South was void of spades since, 
with such unfavorable distribu 
lion, he would either hid four 
hearts immediately or bid only 
three hearts at his second turn. 
Alter the defenders muffed 
two chances to defeat the con­ 
tract .South gave them a third 
chance. South must cash one 
of dummy's top spades before 
leading trumps. 
Then West cannot put declar­ 
er back in dummy. No matter 
what West returned South would 
be able to gam the lead and 
draw trumps.

Britons Lack 


Much Heating 


For Homes 


By PAUL B. ALLERUP 
LONDON (UPI) - “ Yep, it’s 
back to the land of centra! 
heating and air conditioning for 
me.” 
This was a newsman talking 
in a Fleet Street pub, confirm­ 
ing to a group of colleagues that 
after half a dozen years on as­ 
signment in Europe. 
It didn’t strike anyone strange 
that central heating and air con­ 
ditioning came first on the list 
of things the man was going 
back to. In Britain today, al­ 
though most people now know 
what central heating is and 
more homes are getting it. cen­ 
tral heating remains a relative 
rarity. 
And air conditioning still is 
something foreign. 
Of all Europe. Britain contin- j 
ues to be the firmest holdout j 
against central heating. Almost! 
everywhere on the continent | 
central heating is as much a ! 
way of life as in the United1 
States. But not here. 
Exact figures are hard to 
come by but the best estimates 
are that in 1965 not more than 
one British home in 10—if that 
many—has central heating. Coal 
and wood burned in fire places, 
electric 
heaters 
toted 
from 
room to room, kitchen stoves 


and bed warmers provide the 
only heat in the great majority 
of British homes, even in some 
of the newer ones. 
The Institute of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers estimates 
that about 11 per cent of the 
nation's 18 million homes had 
central heating “ of some kind” 
by the end of 1963. But this 
estimate 
includes 
homes 


equipped with what is laughing­ 
ly known here as “ part central 
heating.” 
This means, for example, that 
in a home or apartment of six 
or seven rooms, two or three 
rooms—and never the bedrooms 
—may have a radiator or two 
to give what is euphemistically 
designated 
as 
“ background” 
heat.

SANTA FE. N.M. iUPI)-Thc 
amazing thing about New Mexi­ 
co's desert is that it's consi­ 
dered a fisherman's paradise 
by neighboring residents. 


That's 
because 
the 
desert 
area which lies between Arizo­ 
na and Texas contains two ct 
the Southwest’s largest rivers 
- the historic Rio Grande and 
the Pceos Ri\er. 


Along these rivers and their 
tributaries are numerous small 
dams built in recent years as 
irrigation 
or 
flood 
control 


projects. In northern New Mex­ 
ico. where both rivers origin­ 
ate. the Rocky Mountains pro­ 
vide streams for trout anglers. 
One of the big New Mexico 
lakes l Conchas Lake. 30 miles 
north of the cattle town of Tu- 
cumcari. Twenty-three miles of 
water 
is 
backed 
up 
behind 
Conchas dam — more water 
than the state's founders evert 
dreamed existed in this a r id 
land. 
Crappe. bass and catfish are 
the big 
catches at 
Conchas 
Lake, as in most of New Mexi­ 


co's lakes 
Water skiers also 
use Conchas as their eastern 
New Mexico headquarters. 
About 
50

Conchas is Alamogordo Reser­ 
voir. another lake backed up on 
the Pecos River. Alamogordo, 
which means

cottonwood 
trees in Spanish, draws thou 
ands of Texans over the line i 
each year for boating and fish­ 
ing. 
In southern New Mexico, on 
the Rio Grande, arc Elephant 
Butte 
Reservoir 
and 
Cabailo 
Reservoir, twin lakes in a land­ 
scape of cactus and sand. Ele­ 
phant Butte is about 30 miles 
long and offers record bass and 
lots of space. Cabailo Reser­ 
voir. a few miles south of Ele­ 
phant Butte on the Rio Grande, 
holds the same attraction.

Failure Has 
Deadly Result 


SAO PAULO. Brazil .1 ‘P h - 
Several men fishing near the in­ 
terior eitv of Araraquara were 
attacked recently by a swarm 
of bees One of the men died.

The professor. Dr. Warwick 
E. Kerr, a Brazilian born of Ir-1 
ish parents, knew' the African 
bee, officially “ apis mellifera 
adansonii.” was ferocious and 
attacked in swarms. However, 
lie tried to cross them with 
milder European species. 
Not only did the African bees 
manage to surpass all other 
strains because of their higher 
rate of fertility and attacks on 
the hives of other bees, but 
they became more vicious than 
ever, possibly because of the 
climate.

Skilled Swiss Workers 


Keep Nation Thriving 


By JOHN MORKA 


ZURICH. Switzerland iUPD— 
It’s fun and mostly play for 
millions of visiting tourists and 
for Hollywood stars who make 
their homes in Switzerland’s 
Alpine setting. 
But for the nation's labor 
force 
of 
about 
3 
million- 
approximatoly half the popula­ 
tion—the accent is heavy on 
work. 
Otherwise landlocked Switzer­ 
land, with one-third of its land 
unproductive, would not be able 
to sustain its high standard of 
living. Sadly lacking in raw 
materials, it must export to 
survive. 
To keep its economy hum­ 
ming, Switzerland banks heavily 
on its highly skilled workers 
and its astute industrialists. 
Sharing in Western Europe’s 
postwar economic revival for 
the pa s t two dec ades, 
Switzerland now is a country of 
total employment.

The strange cosmic radio 


wave was first discovered last 
summer by scientists at the 
Bell Telephone Laboratories. 
Holindel. N.J. 
At about the 


same time, a group of Prince­ 
ton University scientists sug­ 
gested that the signals were 
produced by the exploding pri­ 
mordial fireball which gave 
birth to the universe. 
The same scientists. In their 
latest report say conclusive evi­ 
dence should be forthcoming this 
year whether the crackling radio 
n«iiscs are really signals of ihe 
"Big Bang ” 
The Princeton scientists jxtint 
out that if their explanation 1« 
correct, the newly-found radia­ 
tion should have varying inten­ 
sity at different wave lengths, a? 
prescribed 
by 
physical 
laws 
'I hey are in the process ol mea** 
uring these intensities 
The radio noise, which also i< 
responsible h»r s«»me ot the "be- 
t ween-channel” noise on I tome 
television sets, wor Iirst detect­ 
ed with sensitive antennas ai a 
wave length of 7 3 centimeters. 
This told the scientists that 
the intensity was the same as 
that emitted bv a cosmological 
"black body ” having very cool 
'Urface temperature 
The primordial fireball which 
scientists think exploded seven 


to 10 billion years ago. was very 
hot. 
But 
(lie lingering radio' 
waves, in their eternal travels 
through the universe, h a v e 
“ cooled dow n” substantially, 
scientists explain. 
The Princeton scientists think 
that the signals were emitted 
from the "Big Bang” when the 
universe was lir't exploding out­ 
ward and had a radius only 1ft 
times the 'i/e nt our galaxy , the 
Milky Way 


The signals seem to be com­ 
ing from all directions. 
Al­ 
though they had been picked 
up for years by radar and 
radio telescopes, they escaped 
detection because they mas­ 
querade 
as ordinary 
radio 


noise. A special type receiver 
is needed to isolate them. 
The Bell scientists used the 
horn antenna designed lor Tel- 
star and Echo communications 
satellite experiments. 
Conclusive proof that the sig­ 
nals date back to the creation 
of the universe would mean 
strong evidence in support of the 
Big Bang” theory and also pro­ 
vide an important tool for ex­ 
ploring early evolution of the 
universe, 
scientists 
told 
the 
American Physical Society meet­ 
ing in New York City. 


They think that there is a 


relationship between Ihe in* 
tensity of the new radio sig­ 
nals and two other parameters 
of cosmology: density of mat­ 
ter in the universe and th«* 
ratio of helium to hydrogen. 
Independent measurements of 
these three quantities can pro­ 
vide a (heck of the 
“ Big 


Bang” theorv.

Coleman said. “ We are going 
to present some alternatives in 
each case and try to get ideas j 
from the public on what they j 
would like.”

stricter laws on auto smog, in­ 
cluding mandatory inspection of 
control devices every year to 
make sure the law is obeyed. 
Another proposal would re­ 
quire both crankcase and ex­ 
haust devices to control emmis- 
sions on 1955 and later cars 
whenever and wherever they 


are sold. The requirement now 
is in effect in oniy 10 counties, 
and only crankcase devices are 
required. 
The board also has a long- 
range program aimed at keep­ 
ing state control of auto smog 
devices after a federal law re­ 
quiring such equipment takes 
effect late next year. The 
board feels that state stan­ 
dards should prevail when 
they are higher. 


And—a rarity in government 
circles — the board eventually 
wants itself abolished, to be re­ 
placed by a state agency at cab­ 
inet level that treats pure air as 
a resource to be conserved like 
water or wildlife. 
There also may be proposals 
that the state take over control 
of fixed sources of smog such 
as factories and refineries. Lo­ 
cal air pollution control districts 
now have jurisdiction over sta­ 
tionary smog sources. 


After several years of negotia­ 
tion and disputes, a group of 
legislators announced recently 
that they had came up with a 
plan to solve the pollution prob­ 
lem at Lake Tahoe. 
The burgeoning population at 
the mountain lake, particularly 
on the casino and resort-studded 
south shore, has threatened se­ 
vere pollution of the lake. 
The lawmakers called for a 
$1.8 million grant to extend 
sewage export lines into the Dia­ 
mond Valley region of Alpine 
County, coupled with authority 
for the South Tahoe Utility Dis­ 
trict to declare septic tanks a 
nuisance and require use of sew­ 
ers. 
Public health officials have 
warned that the Sierra lake— 
now one of the clearest waters 
in the world—could become 
fouled with algae if pollution 
is not stopped.

"People who cannot give 
themselves, give things to chil­ 
dren," said Dr. Aaron J. I n- 
gersma. professor of pastoral 
psychology at the San Francis­ 
co Theological seminary, San 
Anselmo. when he addressed 80 
women on the topic, "What j 
Woman Are You- Parentally?”

Advocating a middle course 
between the authoritarian Euro­ 
pean home and the "too permis- \ 
sive American Home” , Dr. I n- 
gersma spoke with warmth and 
humor at the church-sponsored 
lecture, which was the fifth in 
the current “ What Woman Are 
You'.’” series. 


“ The quality of love received 
in childhood determines the ca­ 
pacity ot an adult to give and 
receive love.” said the psycholo­ 
gist. “ An insecure person is 
unloved and unloving.” 


SPEAKING OF the case of 


a young patient in an institu­ 
tion for the mentally retard­ 
ed, I)r. Ingersma said that 
the 16-year-old girl, who had 
lived in one foster home after 


i another, 
showed 
an 
intelli­ 
gence quotient of 50 upon en­ 
tering the hospital. After a , 
period of being treated with 
kindness and firmness, a la- ! 
ter test scored her IQ at Uic 
level of 130. Her IQ had not 
changed, hut her hostility had 
decreased and she was able to 
express Her true intelligence. 
In extreme eases, "the pa­ 
tient will reject love. Love is 
a language which he has not 
vet learned to speak.” the 
professor s;iid.

Skilled Swiss Workers 
Keep Nation Thriving 


By JOHN MORKA 


ZURICH. Switzerland (U P I)— 
It’s fun and mostly play for 
millions of visiting tourists and 
for Hollywood stars who make 
their homes in Switzerland’s 
Alpine setting. 
But for the nation's labor 
force 
of 
about 
3 
million- 
approximately half the popula­ 
tion—the accent is heavy on 
work. 
Otherwise landlocked Switzer­ 
land, with one-third of its land 
unproductive, would not be able 
to sustain its high standard of 
living. Sadly lacking in raw 
materials, it must export to 
survive. 
To keep its economy hum­ 
ming, Switzerland banks heavily 
on its highly skilled workers 
and its astute industrialists. 
Sharing in Western Europe’s 
postwar economic revival for 
th e p a s t t wo d e c a d e s , 
Switzerland now is a country of 
total employment. 
Jobs go begging, so much so 
that, over the past 10 years, 
about 1 million foreign workers 
have had to be recruited. 
But d e s p i t e its v i s i b l e , 
prosperity, Switzerland has not 
been 
without 
its 
share 
of j 
economic troubles, not the least 
an inflationary spiral which has 
forced the government to take 
drastic steps aimed at curbing 
credit 
and 
expansion, 
and 
holding price levels in line. 
Government 
and 
industry 
officials are hopeful that these 
measures, taken in 1964 and 
extended for another year, will 
ease some of the pressures that 
have posed a threat to the! 
country's economic equilibrium.! 
The nation's consumer price 
index rose by 2.3 per cent in 
1964. compared with 3 9 per cent 
in the previous year 
Although 
the 
problem 
of 
inflation is the No. 1 target of 
the 
country’s 
leaders, 
the 
question 
of 
the 
impact 
of 
foreign workers is easily the 
No. 
1 
topic 
of conversation 
among the multilingual Swiss. 
Their presence in such large 
numbers has engendered new 
problems and tensions in the 
field 
of 
education, 
housing, 
language, religion 
and 
labor 
unions. 
This year the government de­ 
creed 
that 
the 
numbero 
of 
foreign workers—those on tem­ 
porary’ permits—must be cut by 
lft per cent within the next 16 
months. Some groups would like 
to see the foreign labor force 
reduced to 300.000 in five \ears. 


Short as Switzerland has been 
of labor, this new drive toward 
de - foreignization 
is 
forcing 
many Swiss industrialists to do 
some new thinking about auto­ 
mation. 


Switzerland is no novice in the 
field of automation. 


As an example, the watch 


industry about 10 years ago 
! employed from 60 to 80 people 
j on some of its semi-automatic 
o p e r a t i o n s . T h e s e same 
operations now require less than 
a dozen, in some instances. 


No 
small 
factor

country’s economic surge has 
been the diligence and skill of 
the national Swiss working and 
managerial force. 


The traditional American cof-

Now. the corps 
has redesigned its fall recruit­ 
ing program to include the re­ 
commendations of 77 college in­ 
terns who came to Washington 
this summer to learn and ended 
up teaching the government 
something. 
Barbara Helfgott. a 21-year- 
old Boston University senior 
from Margate City. N.J.. start­ 
ed it all. 
“Barbara plunked herself into 
the chair by my desk and an­ 
nounced that we were doing a 
lousy job of recruiting.” Asso­ 
ciate 
Peace 
Corps 
Director 
Donovan 
McClure 
told 
UPI. 
“ She organized a “recruiting 
committee” that met several 
times with me telling us how to 
re-write our literature and re­ 
direct our informational efforts 
to properly communicate with 
the university campus.” 


Last year, the Peace Corps 
fell M l short of its recruiting 
goal of 9,100 volunteers and 
one reason was that they 
weren't “connecting” with the 
kids on the campus. 


Two interns from Virginia, 
who thought they knew how to 
reach 
their 
contemporaries. 


submitted recruiting ads which 
so impressed Peace Corps Direc­ 
tor Sargent Shriver that they 
will be used in a nation-wide 
advertising campaign to help 
the corps meet a recruiting 
goal of 10.500 volunteers for 
1965-06. 
One ad shows a group of 
sign-carrying 
campus 
protes­ 
ters with this messsage: “Isn’t 
it about time to DO some­ 
thing?” It notes that the Peace 
Corps volunteers are making 
changes in 46 countries around 
the world. Another ad shows a 
computer card and the words 
ask. 
‘are you content with 
being computer fed? In the 
Peace Corps an individual can 
still do things.” 
The ads were submitted by 
interns George Jones. It, a 
University of Maryland fresh­ 
man from Arlington. Va., and 
Bill Bradford. 21. a senior at 
Swarthmore College from Falls 
Church. Va. 
Me Clure says the recruiting 
effort is not limited to the cam­ 
pus. It is also conducted at fac­ 
tories. 
in farm groups and 
nursing 
schools

among 
“people of all ages who have 
skills that can be utilized over­ 
seas.” 


But the emphasis, this time 
an emphasis determined by 
college students themselves, is 
on the campuses because that 
is where the Peace Corps get 
the bulk of itsh volunteers.
